That the gross value of the crops 
and livestock raised In I.Ake county 
decreased last year by nearly 1250,- 
000 was shown in a report recently 
ntade public by A. J, Sauratt agricul- 
tural statislclan for the state of Il- 
linois, The largest slump In the 
county's total crop value was In 
corn, with winter wheat also show- 
ing a loss. Tame hay and oats 
showed Blight increases over 1926. 

The total valuation ot the more 
important crops in the county is 
quoted as 13,051,000 and of the live- 
stock as 12.524,100. Ust years crops 
»«re figured at $.1,121,500 and the 
livestock at 12.695,300. 
■ The total gross fiirni value of the 
more imporlant IlllnoU crops pro- 
duced during the 1926 season waa 
t372,H49.UOO H decrease of about 
15.5 per cent or 168,000.000 from the 
1925 total of ti47,N49,0O0. Mast 
of the decreased value came In 
corn, winter wheat, oats, broom 
corn and apples, whose combined 
decreased valuation was 179,000,000. 
Spring wheal, Imrley, rye, and tame 
hay Bhow slightly higher valuations 
than In 1925. 

As usual, corn leads all other Illi- 
nois crops in value, being estimated 
at $176,263,00(1 or 47 percent of (he 
total value of all crops. Tame hay 
Is secoud, at t5)i,e40,000. Winter 
wheat, third, at 147.499.000 and oats, 
fourth, at 143,231,000.

THE FARMER'S BEST WAY OUT 

Dean Russell of WiBConelD Collegt- 
of Agrlcultur* says: "Two thing* 
bave hit the farmer bard but ibc 
same things bar* bit bunlness They 
are Increase In cost ot production 
and decline In prices which Isttei 
has been more drastic In farm pro 
ducts than manufactured products 
The farmer's political frieuda say 
salvation oan be found through iegis 
lation Our leglslatlvi doctors pro 
pose price control. The difficulty 
with this It price control always 
means price elevailoo which always 
produces expansion tn production and 
if this occurs without expansion In 
consumption you bava inevitable de 
citne In prices The remedy works to 
produce the very opposite result 
from that Intended 

"Another legislative panacea would 
make It easier to borrow, at if run 
aing Into debt was ttie solution of the 
diniculty. Tliere are farmers who 
wish It had not been quite so easy t« 
iKirrow because the Inevitable day 
comes when they have to pay prtnci 
pal and interest. The third leglsla 
live remedy would maiie easier tha 
pathway for cooperative andeavor 
KU you bare lo do is lo wave the 
magic wand 'Cooperation' and all lb< 
(arnter's dltllculiles wilt immediately 
disappear, 1 wonder If there is any 
government that can make people co 
operate. The tucuess of cooperative 
effort wilt lie In oriCBDltailoo from the 
bottom up rather than from the top 
down and It will take a decade or two 
for the results to be felL 

"The farmers have at hand s 
remedy that can be att1l2:ed im 
mediately with the defiiiJit knowledge 
thai it will secure 'ar better results 
If they will take a leaf out of present 
day business methods they will have 
relief in agriculture Miey will not have 
to wall for. Buslneas 1ms suffered 
the same at the farmer, yet butlnatt 
came tbrtvugli In a way that it tar 
ahead of the farmer Tbit bat beai 
brought about through Induttrial 
elllrltncy, through improvement of 
methudt They bava increased labor 
output per unit to tha degree the cotti 
of production have actually been re- 
duced by better mettiodt of carrying 
on work Industrial euterprisei on a 
large scale are apendlng mllllont on 
research In ten years automobll* 
output per worker bat Increased 171 
per cent, tires 211 per cent, oil 81 
per ceni, cement 61 per cent. 

"Compare that with others. Tha 
packers have increased only 27 per 
cent, sugar reflning 28 per cent, boota 
and shoes only 6 per cent. Thore baa 
been an Increase in agriculture sltict 
1913 of 20 per cent. It is doubtful that 
buainesB has any such opportunity aa 
exists In agriculture to reduce cost 
of production through Improved meth- 
ods Take com,— Iowa shows a varl*> 
tlou lo cost of production from flfieen 
ceotsioseveniy Ave centsa bushel It 
Ullnoit the cost of producing corn oa 
80 acre lleldt was reduced from fifty- 
two cents to twenty cents a bushel. 
The maiifacturer who bad It wliUlB 
his power to reduce production costs 
from fifty two to thirty cents per unit 
would be tickled to death with tha 
opportunity of meeting competition 
under these coodltiont 

"Tha way oot for the farmer Is (1) 
to become a business man, (2) to 
adopt buHlnet* methods, to adapt 
himself to the same kind of cooditluns 
and be at efficiently mobile as It our 
maoufaclurer or our business man Id 
the ordinary channels of his trad*. 
(3) to rely less upon political 
promises and more upon IndUldnal 
Initiative, (4) to work toward co- 
operative endeavor, but In the nean- 
ilme not to wall for cooperative en- 
deavor to solve all of tbeae problems 
bacausa Individually he can da somo- 
IhlBg at the present time "
